A NATIONAL OUESTION, 
SAYS LORD MAYOR

,L PENING a garden féte at Farmhill, 
Dundrum, in aid of the Mount Street 
~ Unemployed Men’s Club, Dublin, yes- 
terday, the Lord Mayor said that he thought 
that the time had come for the appointment 
of a Di of Housing, who should be given 
full powers to acquire sites for houses 
speedily, to raise money for the building of 
the houses, and to speed up housing by at 

least 50 to 100 per .cent. 

The Lord Mayor-said that the fate afforded 
an opportunity to the public to show their 
appreciuition oftthe work that was being done 
by. the club, which had been initiated by a 
number of gentlemen. in Dublin,. who. gave 
whatever .spare time they could in siakdies 
it a saccess. The club did not in any 
way claim to deal with the unem- 

oyéd or with unemployment .. problems, 

ut it helped to ease the situation’ for a 
number of unemployed men who needed it. 
Within the last six months it had provided 
11,000 meals, as well as newspapers and fires, 
at which the men were able to exchange 
opinions and to sympathise with each other. 


DISILLUSIONED. 


In recent years, continued the Lord Mayor, 
a very large number of unemployed men 
had: been attracted to the city only to be 
disillusioned, and owing to the competition 
created by these people the Corporation ‘were 
faced with a very serious crisis. Heretofore, 
they had 18,000. families living in si 
rooms “in: the city, and notwithstanding the 
fact that the Corporation had spent a million 
pounds a year. in sel gerber -years,.. and 
that 8,000 families had been housed, they 
were no nearer a solution of the housing 
problem than they were ten years ago. - 
“I think,” said the Lord Mayor, 
the time has come when the Municipality 
will have to tell the Government that housi 
in the capital is a national matter, and tha 
we will have to get greater help from them 
in order to cope with the rush from the 
country. The housing problem is a one-man 
and the time has come when we should 
ve a Director of Housing, with full powers 
to acquire sites speedily, raise the money, 
and speed up housing by at least 50 to 100
